One flock of Canada geese is made 
up of very silly geese indeed. 


They're trying their level best 


to commit suicide. 


Each winter they insist on high- 


tailing for the Horseshoe Lake 
goose refuge m southern Illinois. 
And this, despite its name, is about 
as safe and secure as a jitterbug 
contest on top of an ammunition 
dump. 


Frederick C. Lincoln, a senior 


biologist for the U. S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, told a. reporter 
today what happens to a goose 
with a one-track mmd. 


There are several flights of the 


Canada goose. Some go down the 
Atlantic coast. Some fly the Pa- 
cific route. One flock, which sum- 
mers on the Hudson Bay, is a 
plumb fool about the Horseshoe 
Lake goose refuge. 


It's such a fool that it keeps 


going back and back, although 
greedy hunters have whacked the 
flock from 55,000 to 26,000. 


Nobody except a goose (and 


none was available today for an 
interview) knows why.the Horse- 
ohot Lake in such * lure. But al-

have developed an atom bomb, 
they said, they thought "only a 
small circle of people inside Russia 
would know about it." They added 
they did not understand how "Ar- 
mattoe would know.

were unable to understand how 
Dr. Armattoe would have enough 
knowledge of the western powers' 
atom bomb to know whether the 
purported Russian weapon renders 
it obsolete.

been going down. 


And I say eggs have been sell- 


ing at very near the ceiling. 


And both statements are true. 
We haven't heard so much about 


ceiling prices lately, but they are 
still in effect. Eggs can't be sold 
legally at more than the ceiling. 
And tills time of year the ceilings 
are lowered every week. 


There's nothing unusual about! 


the price of eggs going down this 
time of year. It's perfectly nor- 
mal. 
As a matter of fact, the 


ceiling prices follow the ''histor- 
ical pattern" of the egg market 
over a period of years. 


What surprises me is not that 


the price is dropping now, but! 


that it did not drop sooner. When 
meat rationing was discontinued, 
most of us expected a decrease in 
the demand for eggs and a corres- 
ponding drop in the market. 


But it didn't work out that way. 
Eating Habits a Market Factor

Dull Discovery 


Considering the diabolical nui- 


sance that Adolf Hitler had made 
of himself in the world, it might 
have seemed that his recently pub- 
lished last political will and test- 
ament would have been an inter- 
esting 
document. However, it 


turned out to be oppressively dull 
and repetitious as far as any real 
news was concerned; 


At the same time, it was reveal- 


ing. It showed that the Nazis were 
deficient among other things, in 
adapatability and 
imagination. 


Anyone who was at all familiar 
with Hitler's philosophy, as re- 
vealed in his numerous bombastic 
speeches, could have taken 
a 


couple of lines from his political 
will and recited the essence of the 
whole thing by heart. 


It seems clear that much of Hit- 


ler's rabble-rousing cant about "in- 
ternational Jewry" was intended 
merely to stir up the poor dopes 
who followed him. Certainly his 
unctuous insistence on innocence 
of any war guilt was, in the face 
of the evidence at the Nuernberg 
trials, the most bald and hypocrit- 
ical window-dressing. 


But the incredible conclusion, 


Washington,—Mr. Truman pin- 


pricked congress to act on his 
labor legislation, but at the time 
he spoke, he had already set in 
motion the very same machinery 
for the two national test strikes 
of the union labor campaign- 
General Motors and Steel.

Personally, it seems to me one- 


sided justice to require one party 
to a dispute to furnish profit 
data without requiring the other to 
disclose its profits also.

went ahead to get what it called 
"the facts" and my inner agents 
tell me the panel merely found its 
work made a little more difficult 
but not impossible by the General 
Motors position.

A. C. Higbe« Says Refuse 


Dumped in Ives Pit 


Clogs Big Pipe 


A large number of homes on 


Dixon's southwest side were dam- 
aged by flood waters 
over 
the 


weekend when the drainage ditch 
for that section of town, clogged 
with garbage and trash, tailed to 
carry away the water and it over- 
flowed into the streets and homes. 


A. C. Higbe, 2201 Rock Island 


Road, whose home was among 
those damaged, estimated yester- 
day that between fifty and sixty 
houses were affected by the over- 
flow. 


The drainage ditch, built by the 


city a few years ago, under a fed- 
eral agency, consists of a large 
corrugated tube with corrugated 
wings, set in stone masonry ac- 
cording to Higbe. It is designed 
to cany away the flow of the 
various ditches and culverts in 
that section, emptying into Ives> 
pit, north of Fourth street ana 
Hancock avenue. 


Higbe declared that under ordin- 


ary 
circumstances 
the 
system 


could adequately handle the water. 
But in recent months, he explain- 
ed, the pit has been used for a 
dumping grounds. And the trash 
has been dumped into the mouth ot 
the drainage ditch, where it emp- 
ties into the pit. 
I 


"Hundreds of loads of biush, 


wire and other debris entirely fill 
the drainage ditch leading into the 
gravel pit," Higbe said. "You can 
scarcely find that 
high 
priced 


corrugated culvert for brush and 
wire and debris of all binds. And 
so the people of that end of Dixon 
have 
flood 
damage 
in 
their 


homes." 


Higbe 
emphatically 
declared 


that "someone really slipped after 
spending hundreds of dollars to 
build a drainage 
system, 
then 


turning it into a dumping ground," 
and added that he felt the "tax 
payers of this city should surely 
look into some of these things." 


"It surely seems to me," he con- 


cluded, "that they could find some 
cheaper piece of land to dump rub- 
bish on than a project that coast 
as much as the west end drain- 
age canal."

Paris, Jan. 8.—This isn't La 


Belle France we knew before the 
war, but a very ill France which 
has reached the oxygen-tent stage 
of its crisis and is in that pre- 
carious state which no man can 
say wron't get a lot worse before 
there's a turn for the better. 


That isn't meant to be a pessi- 


mistic estimate. 
It is, however, 


calculated to emphasize the tiuth 
that France has been badly hurt, 
both materially and in spirit. This 
column would be rendering poor 
service if it tried to evade the se- 
riousness of the position. 


The public is looking for the 


physician who can heal France- 
put it another way, for the greater- 
leader who can rescue the country 
from the political fog in which it 
is drifting and restore it to former 
greatness. 


General De Gaulle may be that 


leader. If he is he may give the 
nation the new political party for 
which many are yearning. 


The trouble now is that France 


must get through the oxygen-tent 
stage of her crisis before the 
real extent of De Gaulle's leader- 
ship can be apparent. He is in a 
highly unfortunate position at the 
moment, being handicapped in pro- 
mulgating- policies by the fact that 
his mandate as head of the gov- 
ernment runs only until June, since 
the assembly was elected for seven 
months. 


The job of the assembly is to 


frame a new constitution. In June 
there will be another general elec- 
tion, with a referendum on the 
constitution. 


Then and then only will General 


De Gaulle know whether he is to 
be continued in leadership. 


Thus the few remaining- months 


before the June election are of vast 
importance to De Gaufie for con- 
solidation of his ground. So far 
his leadership has been what may 
be described as somewhat left of 
center. 
In other words the So- 


cialist program which he has an- 
nounced is moderate. He contem- 
plates some nationalization, such 
as of banks and the basic public 
services, out it is said that the 
transfer will bo slow go as not to 
damage the holdings of the public 
in the companies. He proposes to 
proceed carefully in order not to 
kill the real wealth of the country, 
but on the other hand to give an 
opportunity for readjustment later 
if necessary. 


DeGaulle's followers say that he 


is establishing controls so that the 
state can benefit with justice. He 


wants to control private monopo- 
lies, on the ground that the gov- 
ernment can't govern if it is con- 
trolled by trusts—a very obvious 
deduction. 


*

* 


Well, that's what the general is 


reputed to want. 
But what will 


he get? 


Up to now there has been no per- 


sistently conceited opposition to 
De Gaulle. Even the press has been 
slow to criticise him. His main 
opposition has come from the ex- 
treme right and the extreme left. 


However, the almost half a year 


between now and the June elec- 
tions could see a great change. 
Political observers say that the 
Communists aie aiming at control 
and hope that they can make a 
deal with the extreme left Social- 
ists whereby the two parties can 
win the next election. In this con- 
•nection it is worthy of note that 
the 
Communists and Socialists 


have steered clear of uniting- be- 
cause of fear of being swallowed 
by the Communists. 


This then is the delicate political 


situation upon which French re- 
habilitation at p.asent depends. 
General De Gaulle is the man of 
the hour. If he reaches rhp .Tun" 
election safely, and then is re- 
turned to leadership by popular 
mandate, he may be the historic 
figure to guide France out of the 
wilderness.
